"Mr. Prollor. was sulfcrlng from a prlvato 


disease, for which I had previously pro- 
scril.od, mixing tho medicines myself from 
the buttles in tho medicine caso I carried 
with mo; but his ailment had reached a 
stage when it was necessary for mo to make 
fert.iin investigations. 
I was obliged to uso 


a catheter, and in using a catheter when 
the parts wore inllamod, 1 had previously 
applied chloroform in order to produce a 


i condition of narcotism, 1 usod chloroform in 


this manner on a man namod Harrison in 
Liverpool, without any aorior.s results. 
I 


explained tho process to Mr. Prollor and 
told him wliat I should havo to do. lie was 
not only willing, but very anxious for mo 
to treot him In this manner. 
During the 


I dny 1 purchased four ounces of chloroform, 


I which wus standing in a bottlo on tho edge 
! of my wa^hstar.d when I was washing some 


surgical Instruments. 
This washing of tho 


instruments took placo Sunday attenwon 
and was intended as a preparation for the 
operation. 
In washing tho Instruments i 


overturned tho bottle of chloroform ti-.nl it 
went headlong into tho basin, the cork com- 
ing out, and nil but about ono onr.co nnd a 
!]unrtcr or an ounco and a halt going down 
in the sink. 
Tins was probably :! o'clock, 


aud after getting my instruments ready, I 
went out to secure somo more chloroform. 
1 went to tho drug store—1 don't know 
wlur.—hut tho store near the hotel mill 
nsl:ed for the chloroform. 
The dorks or 


sow persons there have said that I was ex- 
cited and In u. hurry. 
This was not so. I 


sal d'own in a chair in tho drug store for 
more than a iruurter of an hoar, and was 
altogether very leisurely about rny business, 
for thoro was no hurry. 
If J um not mis- 


taken I hud a long conversation <vith some 
one in tho drug store. 


"When 1 got the chloroform I repaired to 


mv room, 
i-'roller had been in aud out o[ 


rny room and his own all afternoon. About 
n p. m. wo began the operation. 
I ad- 


ministered tho chloroform in tha usual way, 
holding a saturated cloth to tho nose. . IVel 
ler passed through tho tlrst stage all right; 
it takes noveral moments— I don't know how 
long—then he entered tho second stage, and 
here thotorriblo result came. 
I discovered 


too lato that ho was dying. 
Imagine my 


horror when this fact dawned upon me. I 
was wild with fright, but had presence of 
mind enough to cut the shirt and undershirt 
from tho body, und getting a wet towel I 
beat him around the neck and shoulders for 
halt nn hour or more. 
I did not givo up, 


and I was ready to drop from oxhatistiou, 
and my olforts were not relaxed until he 
had boon dead some timo. 
All tho clothes 


ho had on at tho timo wore his shirt and un- 
dershirt; ho had stripped to these for the 
operation." 


"What did I do when I saw my friend 


was duadi What could I do; I didn't 
know what to do, except drink, and I drank 
freely. 
1 drank everything I could get, 


M-iiioj whisky—everything. What were my 
thoughts; I hadn't any. 
All I romomber 


is that I drew on a pair ot Jrawors-lho 
lirst tha: fell iuto my hands—and put, tho 
body into my trunk from which I hud rc- 
rnovoil everything. 
I put it in tho trunk 


an hour after trailer's death. Wtat was 
done beside tliis I havo no recollection of. 
U,]iior and consternation had possession of 
mi;, mid I know only that my feelings were 
tiiose of tlio utmost horror. 
I remained in 


my own room that night—tho same room in 
\\hleh tlio remains were—and it would bo a. 
lie for nie to say that 1 slept, for 1 diilif t, 
and 1 was glad when morning cJir.o. 
What 


1 did after leaving my room you know for 
it has all been printed," 


"Had you any plans about disposing of 


the body;'' 


"Mono whatever; I meant to leave it there, 


expecting that it would bo discovered sooner 
than it was, and thinking thiU a post mortem 
would reveal tho true state of facts—that 
1'reller had mot his death while undergoing 
such an operation as 1 have designated," 


"How about Preller's money!" 
"I know nothing about 1'reller's money. 1 


had plenty of 1001103' of my own, or 1 could 
not have made tho loa" trip which I did 
make." 


Tho confession is generally considcro 1 to 


bo nolhing more than guess work on tho 
part of an over-zealous reporter. 
"When 


Maxwell was brought back from Auckland 
it was reported that ho talked freely with a 
newspaper reporter hero and introduced 
into tlio conversation an hypothetical case, 
asking what would bo tho legal consequences 
of a man, acting in tho capacity of a physi- 
cian, killing his patient by au overdose of 
chloroform through an error1 of judgment. 
Tho interview was published at tho time, 
unil was at once deuied by Maxwell. 
The 


60 called confession published Tuesday is 
evidently based on that interview aad is 
probably it fair guess at what the defense 
will be. Whoa asked [C tho interview was 
correct, Maxwell simply replied that ho was 
not talking to newspaper mon on the sub- 
ject of his defense, aud that he would not 
contradict or admit any statements tho 
newspapers aaw fit to publish. 
Maxwell's 


lawyers ridicule tho story. 
They say tha: 


no such confession was made by Maxwell, 
and that the lino of defense will not bo m.ido 
known until tho proper time arrives during 
the trial. 


Notwithstanding 
Brooks1 alleged con- 


fession, tho trial proceeded as usual. 
The 


assistant circuit attorney opened for tho 
state, and talked three hours. 
Mo outlined 


the casu for the state, wherein ho expected 
to prove Brooks' connection with Prollor 
from the first meeting on the Cephaloniu, 
tho prisoner's long series oi falsehoods, in- 
cluding his claim o£ boing a baronet, a phy- 
sician ot tho Itoynl college, tho purchase of 
tho chloroform, t'ufi (light and arrost, mak- 
ing a perfect chain of circumstantial ovi- 
denco. 
Morritt Noble, now of Toxarkana, 


but formerly n clerk at tho Southern hotel, 
was tho only witness examined Tuesday. 
He identified Brooks, and said that tho body 
found in'tha trunk was undoubtedly tho 
corpse of Proilor.
